Councilman 
Della-Giustina Has 
Zero Credibility 

Councilor Joseph Della Giustina, Jr. (Pet. 5) likes to 
think of himself as the man who has the swing vote on 
the Council, the vote that will determine the fate of any 
major issue or program. Perhaps that is why he has 
twisted back and forth on the issues of the removal of 
the Manager and the reorganization plan. 

It may be some advantage to Della Giustina to oc¬ 
cupy the middle position and maintain that he has an 
“open mind.” But he has now reached a point in time 
that is costing him the respect of his constituency. 

The only consistent thing about t)ella Giustina’s 
voting record is its inconsistency. 

In reviewing his record, one must keep in mind: 

(1) What effect did Westman’s refusal to appoint 
Della Giustina’s father to Liquor Licensing Commis¬ 
sion have on his votes to remove the Manager? 

(2) Did D.P.W. Superintendent Leonard Belcher’s 
refusal to bring in land fill at the rear of Della 
Giustina’s home prompt him to vote against Belcher’s 
position on reorganization? 

Here is a review of his votes as recorded in the Town 
Council’s minutes. 

To begin with, on June 6, 1975, Della Giustina was 
one of the Councilmen who met in a clandestine 
meeting at the home of then, Council Chairman Ben¬ 
jamin Lockhart. It was determined, at that time, 
(Della Giustina included) that they would vote to 
remove the manager. 

June 9, 1975 at the Council meeting, Della Giustina 
jpulled a switch on his “secret meeting” colleagues and 
voted in favor of retaining the manager. 

March 3, 1976, on a motion by Coucilman Rheault, 
Della Giustina voted to suspend the manager and, at 
that time, advocated a mayor form of government. 

June 7, 1976 - On the question of the Manager’s com- 
petance, he voted to table the motion which was made 
by Councilor Davilli (Pet. 1). 

Sept. 8,1976 - After having been appointed to the sub¬ 
committee to study the reorganization plan, Della 
Giustina voted against the acceptance of the plan. 

Sept. 22, 1976 - At the regular Council meeting, he 
then crossed up the sub-committee and voted in favor 
of the plan. 

April 11,1977 - In order to put the plan into action, the 
Manager requested a transfer of funds. Della Giustina 
voted in favor of the transfer for the positions to be held

by the Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, and the Public 
Safety Officer. He voted against the position that would 
have gone to D.P.W. Superintendent, Leonard Belcher. 

May 2, 1977 - At the Council meeting, Della Giustina 
again switched his vote on the reorganization question. 
This time, he voted for the Town Clerk and the Safety 
Officer and against the Town Treasurer and D.P.W. 
Superintendent, Leonard Belcher. 

We fail to see how Della Giustina can take any pride 
in this type of a voting record. If this is what he calls 
keeping an “open mind,” we wonder what it is open to. 

We once questioned Councilor Della Giustina as to 
why he voted against the Manager’s appointment to the 
Housing Authority. His answer to that was “She ran 
against me in the election.” 

Della Giustina, now openly boasts in the press, that 
the Town Manager’s days are numbered. If this is the 
case, then it will be unfortunate for the Town of 
Agawam, when the likes of Councilor Moreno and his 
supporters gain control of the town government.

The Mystery Ship 

In 1963 France sold 
Israel a nuclear reactor. In

It is but one of several 
worries which prompted 
the Carter Administration 
to pressure Germany 
(wrongly it turns out) and 
other countries not to sell 
nuclear reactors. 

The solution lies in an 
international agreement 
and police force to regu¬ 
larly inspect third-country 
reactors and their uses. 
No other control system 
seems possible.

TV shows swing back 
to 'just plain funny'

LAS VEGAS - The “rele¬ 
vant” comedy has become ir¬ 
relevant to future television. 

Cop shows have about run 
their course. 

“Busting Loose” may be 
the hope of tomorrow. 

Nevertheless, things still 
look good for “Hawaii Five- 
0,” the venerable cop-caper 
series starring Jack Lord. 

The above and more are 
from a forecast offered by B. 
Donald Grant during a lunch¬ 
eon in Las Vegas at which he 
was principal speaker. 

He made his predictions 
sans crystal ball, but he 
didn’t need one in order to be 
accurate, since he’s vice 
president, programs of the 
CBS television network. 

Pointing out that it was 
CBS who, seven years ago, 
pioneered in the field of so- 
called relevant comedy with 
the Norman Lear shows, “All 


in the Family” and its ilk, 
Grant promised, “We’re now 
swinging away from that to 
just plain, funny comedy, 
shows like ‘Busting Loose’ 
and our new ‘Loves Me, 
Loves Me Not’ which have no 
political or social message.” 

Westerns, he continued, 
aren’t in the offing, because 
the old West was a violent 
place and would necessarily 
inspire violent shows which 
CBS at least hopes to eschew. 

“We’re going to go for 
comedies with younger ap¬ 
peal,” Grant said. “In 
drama, the next cycle will be 
escapist, maybe science fic¬ 
tion. 

“The police cycle — what 
we think of as ‘the garbage 
can cycle’ — is over.” 

Still, he added, “Five-O” 
will likely continue, because 
the network isn’t planning to 
scrap a good show with good 
ratings. 

And the Lord series, though 
Grant didn’t specifically say

so, still comes in in the top 20 
in the national Nielsen rat¬ 
ings. And, in a recent survey 
of tastes in the Jacksonville, 
Fla., area, was one of the five 
most popular shows. 

Further, CBS has been air¬ 
ing “Nashville 99,” another 
lawman show, as a mini-se¬ 
ries and may very well in¬ 
clude it in the fall line up, be¬ 
cause, Grant said, “We think 
it’s a different type police ac¬ 
tion show.” 

Meanwhile, Norman Lear’s 
“A Year at the Top,” origi¬ 
nally scheduled to become a 
weekly offering last January, 
has been hacked back to pilot 
status and may or may not 
get on the air. 

The only new series 
definitely set for next fall, the 
vice president said, is “The 
Ed Asner Show,” which will 
offer Asner in the continuing 
role of Lou Grant, no longer 
bossing a TV news crew but 
serving as managing editor of 
a Los Angeles daily. 

The network is “looking for 
a project for Ted Knight,” but 


nothing’s firm there, whereas 
Betty White, another gradu¬ 
ate of “The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show.” has made a pi¬ 
lot which Grant called “ter¬ 
rific” but which hasn’t given 
birth to a series. 

“The Waltons,” despite the 
loss of Richard Thomas who 
voluntarily dropped out of the 
cast, will continue with’ Ellen 
Corby restored to the family. 

Miss Corby who plays 
Grandma Walton suffered a 
stroke last season but is well 
enough, Grant said, to come 
back to work and will be rein¬ 
troduced to the drama in a 
special two-hour episode, 
“Grandma Returns.” 

“I think the show can go on 
very well without John Boy,” 
Grant said, “by concentrat¬ 
ing more on the younger 
members of the family. 

“Anyway,* after seven 
years, John Boy is in his 20’s, 
so it’s time for him to leave i 
home.” 

CBS will present several 
mini-series during the com¬ 
ing year, Grant continued, 
and has two in preparation 
right now, “The Word,” 
based on an Irving Wallace 
book, and “The Dain Curse,” 
based on a story by Dashiell 
Hammett. 

The mini-series, according 
to Grant, is a device which 
gives the public more control 
of programming, because it 
lets viewers sample prospec¬ 


tive weekly offerings and say, 
“Yes, we’d like to see that 
regularly next year,” or 
“Forget it” 

Asked why he thinks there 
may be a trend toward sci¬ 
ence fiction shows when 
“Fantastic Journey,” an 
NBC sd-fi series, is doing 
poorly now and “Quinn Mar¬ 
tin’s Tales of the Unex¬ 


pected,” a series which made 
its debut only a few weeks 
ago, has already been can¬ 
celled, Grant said the shows 
mentioned weren’t of the 
genre he had in mind. 

Martin’s show, he specu¬ 
lated, failed because it was 
an anthology, while “‘Fan¬ 
tastic Journey’ just isn’t that 
well done.

Federal Waste 


Senator William Proxmire recently blasted a federal 
grant to Arlington County, Virginia, to finance a study 
of tennis players there-to determine why they are 
ill-mannered!

Carter The Master 


President Carter acquitted himself well during the 
meeting of foreign leaders 4n London. He is proving to 
be a master before television cameras. Almost 
everything he says sounds good. 

Carter’s style bears resemblance of that of the late 
John F. Kennedy. This was striking in the press 
conference after his return from London. Greeting 
hostile questions with a grin, he confidently, smoothly 
explained his actions-with effect and conviction. 

Even when asked about fat pay hikes given his 
White House staff only three months on the job, a 
question which few could have answered convincingly 
(because the hikes weren’t justified in these times), 
Carter won the television exchange. He appeared so 
righteous, certain and unruffled, he was very 
believable. 

In short, President Carter is turning out to be a 
master in utilizing television. He enjoys widespread 
public support. The majority believe he’s doing what he 
thinks right, and in the national interest. There were 
surely missteps in the first three months in office, but 
Carter has been bold enough to change his mind. 

His radio call-in show and post-London news 
conferences are. thus far. his public relations master¬ 
pieces. 


Big Bad Wolf 


Now that it’s time for Congress to decide how many 
billions each military service gets for the coming fiscal 
year, the annual crop of big-bad-wolf stories begins to 
appear. 

We've had a submarine bumping incident revealed, 
and more recently the wires hummed with news that a 
Cuban-based TU95 flew within sixty miles of Florida, 
and over a naval task force. 

One recalls that in the forties and fifties, even the 
early sixties U.S. aircraft regularly patrolled Soviet 
borders (they still do in some places). In some of those 
years we sent U-2 aircraft all the way across the USSR. 
We also had missiles based in Turkey, on the Russian 
border, and in other land and sea locations a short 
distance from the border, ringing Russia. 

It was one thing when our military surrounded the 
Soviets with missiles and constantly snooped from the 
air. It’s another when the shoe is on the other foot, to a 
very limited degree. Sixty miles away is certainly a 
limited degree by U.S. standards.

Prior to the construction of the Sewer Disposal plant on Bondi Island, 
Federal Government regulations were issued requiring that all residential, 
commercial, industrial or institutional users of those facilities be charged for 
the services supplied by the disposal plant. 

In compliance with those Federal regulations the Town Council, at a regular 
meeting held on February 14, 1977, passed an ordinance regulating those 
charges. Pertinent sections of the Ordinance is printed herewith for your infor¬ 
mation as it relates to user charges and collection. 

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE USER CHARGES 
FOR WATER FACILITIES IN THE TOWN OF AGAWAM 

Article 1, Sec. 5 - Who Shall Pay User Charge 

“User” shall mean the person who holds title to real property within the limits 
of an area serviced by a sanitary sewer, and his successors in title, who dis¬ 
charges a wastewater ***.from residences, commercial buildings, industrial 
plants or institutions. 

Article 2, Sec. 2 - Rates to be Charged 

User charges shall consist of a unit charge per 100 cubic feet of wastewater dis¬ 
charged *** the Unit charge *** shall be determined by the Department of 
Public Works with Town Council approval *** water use measured by a stan¬ 
dard town water meter shall be used for billing purposes. All users *** will be 
charged at the rate of $0.42 per 100 cubic feet of wastewater discharged into a 
public sewer *** 

It is recognized that not all water consumed by a residential user is diverted to 
the sewer. Some water is used for lawn sprinkling, car washing and other uses 
which do not contribute wastewater to the sewer. Therefore, the volume of 
wastewater discharged by residential users shall be assumed to be 90 per cent 
of the water metered and the sewer user charge shall be based on this reduced 
volume. 

In the event that a residential user does not have Town water service, then they 
shall be charged a flat rate of $37.80 per year per dwelling unit which is 
equivalent to a yearly wastewater discharge of 9000 cubic feet. A single family 
home or single apartment shall constitute one dwelling unit. The user charge 
shall be billed on a semi-annual basis and bills will be issued in conjunction with 
the water bills. The minimum charge for any six-month period shall be $4.20 to 
cover administrative costs. 

Article 2, Sec. 3 - Effective Date of User Charges 

Initial User charges shall be levied in accordance with the rate schedule on all 
property subject to the charges, beginning with (and based upon) all water bills 
issued as a result of the series of water meter readings beginning January 1, 
1977. 

Article 2, Sec. 4 - Authority to Collect All Charges 

The Superintendent shall forward to the Town Collector for collection all user 
charges *** The Town Collector shall have the authority to use all legal means 
available to collect charges and payments when due, including the collection of 
delinquent payments through property liens. ***

However, mere are those 
times when you are trying to 
create and capture a special 
mood on film and the domi¬ 
nant presence of a person will 
destroy the effect. 

I think we are all familiar 
with the rules of people pho¬ 
tography: have your subject 
doing something and try to 
have them looking as natural 
as possible. 

This is fine when we are 
trying to get a picture of Aunt 
Mary or Uncle John with the 
kids or our friends at the 
beach. But what about those 
times when you are trying to 
photograph a scene and the 
people aren’t really that im¬ 
portant? 


son or persons lino a scene 
will do several things. It will 
add life to an otherwise 
sterile scene. It will give a 
personal touch to our photo¬ 
graph. It will create some in¬ 
terest on the part of the view¬ 
er. “What are they doing?” 
he will ask himself and the 
photographer should show 
what they are doing. 

People in a picture will also 
act as a size indicator. With a 
person in a picture we can 

judge the size of the other ob¬ 
jects since we have a general 
idea how big the person is. 

What appears to be a forest 
can turn out to be a small 
grove of trees or a wide road 
turns out to be a narrow side¬ 
walk. 

So people can be used in 
several ways. What I want to 


top portion of the picture and 
see what happens. 

The point is that by includ¬ 
ing them the picture has be¬ 
come more interesting. The 
viewer can’t really see that 
much detail in the people, but 
he can see enough to tell that 
there are two people and they 
are sitting on a blanket in the 
park. This is all the informa¬ 
tion he needs to know. If the 
photographer wanted more 
detail, he would have moved 
closer. 

If you want to capture a 
scene on film and need people 
in it for effect, keep them 
small. If they are too large 
they will dominate the pic¬ 
ture. Keeping them small will 
keep the viewer’s eye moving 
about the scene, taking it all 
in.
